Claims 1-8 and 13-25 

The subject matters of claims 1-8 and 13-25 appear to involve an inventive step in viev^ of document 
1 cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 does not describe a constituent feature that the respective positions of a measuring head 
and the corresponding positions on a world coordinate system are stored in a storage means with their 
mutual relations maintained, and a person skilled in the art could not have easily conceived of this 
constituent feature either. 

Claims 9-12 

The subject matters of claims 9-12 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1 
and 2 cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 does not describe the use of a mirror reflecting a test object, but document 2 describes a 
technique of using a mirror reflecting a test object for the purpose of allowing a bottom image and a side 
image to be observed within the same visual field using a simple constitution. The techniques described 
in documents 1 and 2 belong to the same technical field of measuring a three-dimensional form using 
light, and document 2 suggests a generally desired solution of a technical problem to simplify the 
observation procedure. So, a person skilled in the art could have easily combined the technique described 
in document 2 with the invention described in document 1 .

If the applicant wishes to postpone entry into the national phase until 30 months (or later in some Offices) from the priority 
date, a demand for international preliminary examination must be filed with the competent International Preliminary 
Examining Authority before the expiration of 19 months from the priority date. 

It is the applicant's sole responsibility to monitor the 19-month time limit. 

Note that only an applicant who is a national or resident of a PCT Contracting State which is bound by Chapter II has the 
right to file a demand for international preliminary examination.
